SAILOR: WITH FIXED 
BAYONET ON GUARD 


Nobile and Seven of Crew 
to Continue Journey to 
Italy by Rail — No One 
Allowed to See Them. 


By the Associated Press. 
OSLO, Norway, July 26.—The 


Citta di Milano, base ship of Gen. 
Nobile’s ill-fated Polar flight, ar- 
rived at Narvik today with the 
eight survivors of the Italia dis- 
aster. 

The ship which brought the men 
from Spitzbergen docked at 7:30 a. 
m. 

A seaman with fixed bayonet 
was on guard at the gangplank of 
the Citta di Milano when the ves- 
sel docked at Narvik. 

Comparatively few people were 
on hand when the ship arrived. 


When the mooring rope was 
thrown ashore no assistance was 
forthcoming in fastening the rope 
and one of the crew of the Italian 
ship had to jump ashore to do it. 

Survivors Closely Guarded. 

No Norwegian authorities -were 
present on the quay. A representa- 
tive of the Italian legation at 
Stockholm greeted the survivors 
and three Swedes who had taken 
part in the sledge expedition to 
search for Roald Amundsen’s miss- 
ing party. 

The spectators had a glimpse 
through a port hole of Gen. No- 
bile’s dog, Titina. As soon as the 
ship’s crew observed this the port- 
hole was immediately covered. The 
guard was stationed as soon as the 
gangplank was lowered. 

None of the rescued men 
peared on the deck. 

The survivors will continue thelr 
journey to Italy by train this eve- 
ning and a special carriage will 
drive up by the ship’s side to take 
them straight from the vessel to 
the station. 

The railway over which they will 
travel only passes a few miles 
through Norwegian territory and 
then enters Sweden. 


The Italian rescue plane Marine 
I arrived from Tromsoe last night 
with part of the Swedish rescue ex- 
pedition, returning from Spitzber- 
gen. The expedition included the 
leader, Capt. Tornberg. The Swea- 
ish flyerse were welcomed enthusi- 
astically by a. great crowd. The 
Marino I is returning to Tromsoc 
immediately. 

The chief of the expedition and 
Lieut. Lundborg remained behind 
in Narvik, where they had their 
first real supper in six weeks. 


Doubt Rest Will Be Found. 

The Swedes thought that the 
possibility of finding the six mem- 
bers of the Italia crew which drift- 
ed away in the bag part of th> 
dirigible was not very great. Un- 
less they were found and rescued 
before September it was thought 
that all hope would be gone. 

If the balloon drifted. to Franz 
Josef Land, the party would not 
be without food, as there are plen- 
ty of birds’ eggs there and wood 
would be obtainable fof firqes. 

That Roald Amundsen and his 
five companions are with the bal- 
loon group was regarded by the 
Swedes as merely a fanciful as- 
sumption. i” 


The Swedish metcorologist with 
the expedition proposed hat a re- 
ward of 10,000 krona (about 
$2700) be offered for any whaling 
ship that found the body of Dr. 
Finn Malmgren, Swedish victim of 
the airship disaster. There are 
many whaling ships in the vicinity 
of Spitzbergen at present - nd it 
was thought that the reward would 
insure a thorough patrolling of the 
Arctic within a few weeks. 

Four vessels now are exploring 
the waters between Spitzbergen, 
Bear Island and Greenland in an 
effort to find the missing Amund- 
sen party. These waters have 
hitherto not been reconnoitered 
thoroughly, most of the searching 
being done east of Spitzbergen. 

The vessels are the Norwegian 
cruiser Tordenskjold, the Norwe- 
gian surveying vessel Michael Sars 
and the French cruiser Strasbourg, 
as well as the dispatch boat Quen- 
tin Roosevelt. 

With the French and Norwegian 
ships exploring west of Spitzbergen 
and the Russian icebreaker Sedov 
ordered to explore the region 
around Franz Josef Land east of 
Spitzbergen, the entire waters on 
which the Amundsen plane may 
have come down will be combed.

UP 57 MINUTES IN GLIDER 


German Pilot Thought to Have Set 
American Record. : 
By the Associated Press, 

NORTH TRURO, Mass., July 26. 
—An unofficial *“ American record 
for a glider flight was established 
today when Peter Hesselbach, Ger- 
man pilot, remained aloft;57 min- 
utes in a solo flight above the cliffs 
of the Cape Cod coast at Highland 
Light, near here. 

The glider took off at 10:30 a. 
m. from the edge of the bluff over- 
looking the Atlantic near the light- 
house. It reached a height estimat- 
ed at 300 feet above the sea and 
swung back and forth over the 
water at varying heights, finally 
landing on the golf links beside 
the lighthouse. The only other 
American record for a flight in a 
glider is an unofficial one of 9 
minutes, 45 seconds, established in 
1911 by Orville Wright when he 
and his brother, Wilbur, were ex- 
perimenting. The world’s record 
for gliders was established in Ger- 
many where the motorless plancs 
were developed as a result of the 
airplane restrictions placed upon 
the Germans after the war. The 
record for a solo flight is more 
than 14 hours. Hesselbach holds 
the world’s record of more than 
five hours, for a sustained flight 
with a passenger.

BEATEN IN RITUAL 
CONFLICT, RESIGNS 


Archbishop of Canterbury, 
80, Head of Church for 
25 Years, to Quit: Post 
Nov. 12. 


BEGAN CAMPAIGN FOR 
REVISED PRAYER BOOK 


Prelate Saw Product of His 
Labors Go Down to De- 
feat Twice in the House 
of Commons.

Dispatch and New York World. 


LONDON, July 25.—Broken- 
hearted by the rejection in the 
House of Commons of the prayer 
book which he sponsored, and shat- 
tered in health by the struggle and 
by the crisis in which he ieaves the 
Church of England, the 80-year-old 
Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. 
Randall Davidson, has resigned the 
primacy of all England to take ef- 
fect Nov. 12, his golden wedding 
day” 

His successor will ~“e Cosmo 
Lang, the Archbishop of York, al- 
though this has not been an- 


nounced officially. This prelate, 
whose years are 64, wnose health is 
vigorous and who shares responsi- 
bility for carrying the prayer book 
to two defeats in the House of 
Commons, must try to solve the 
present deadlock between the 
church and state or face the pros- 
pect of disestablishment with the 
ioss of the church revenues. 

First Ever to Resign. 

The retiring Archbishop has held 
his see a quarter of a century. Only 
two of his predecessors in :. thou- 
sand years have longer filled the 
Chair of St. Augustine. No Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury has ever be- 
fore resigned, all others having 
died in office. 

His preference in the church 
dates from his Oxford friendship 
in the sixties with a son of Arch- 
bishop Tait. He married the Arch- 
bishop’s daughter’ while still in his 
early thirties, and became the 
Archbishop's secretary and chap- 
lain to Queen Victoria. 

He was instrumental in influ- 
encing the Queen to appoint Arch- 
bishop Benson as Archbishop Tait’s 
Successor and was the unanimous 
Choice for the primacy soon after 
the accession of King Edward. He 
crowned King George and married 
Princess Mary and the Duke of 
York. 

Sought to Unite Factions. 

But immediately after his acces- 
sion he began seeking a compro- 
mise to prevent a split between tne 
Anglo-Catholics and the Evangel- 
icals in the state church. He start- 
ed his labors for a new prayer 
book to embody a new doctrine 
that would be acceptable to all 
factions and unify the church. 

For nearly a_ generation the 
Archbishop worked primarily for 
this. He got Parliament to appoint 
a royal commission which agreed 
On the necessity for reform. This 
was before the World War. He 
obtained the passage of legislation 
creating a supreme convention of 
Bishops, laity and clergy to ratify 
the new doctrine. 

When this assembly adopted the 
prayer book by an enormous ma- 
jority, he said his life’s work was 
crowned by success. Nobody, not 
even his opponents, seemed to 
even dream that Parliament’ would 
nullify the doctrinal changes made 
by the church. The House of 
Lords acquiesced. ™ 

Last December, the Archbishop 
sitting in a front row of the 
Peers’ gallery heard the cry of 
“No Popery” raised on the floor 
of the Commons. For seven hours 
he listened to impassioned charges 
that he was selling his church ‘o 
Rome. 

Took Defeat Stoically. 

He saw the tide of debate run- 
ning against him, and sat stunned 
with tears running down his cheeks 
when triumphant cheers of the ma- 
jority from non-members of his 
church showed that his great task 
had collapsed. 

Since that day, his physical ap- 
pearance has changed. He looked 
10 years older. He and the Arch- 
bishop of York struggled to get 
the verdict reversed. They rein- 
troduced the prayervook into the 
Commons with the same result 
two months ago. This time, Can- 
terbury took the blow stoically, but 
already he had hinted that he 
would not retain his office for long. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury 
recently declared to the church 
assembly: 

“It is a fundamental principle 
that the church—that is, the 
Bishops together with the clergy 
and the laity—must in the last re-

The larger items are 
400 shares of American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co., 150 shares of 
Moloney Electric Co. 80 shares of 
Westinghouse Electric and Manu- 
facturing Co., and $29,000 in 
bonds. Three parcels of real estate, 
worth $30,000, are listed alzo. 

Under his will, Mrs. Lizzie Luns- 
mann, his widow, is to receive $50 
a month for maintenance and is to 
have rent free the old house at 
1531 North Seventh street. A trust 
fund of $10,000 is provided for his 
daughter, who is in an institution 
for the insane, and his son, John, is 
co-executor with the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. 

At the dedth or remarriage of 
Mrs. Lunsmann, the children are 
to share equally in the es‘ate. 

For 40 years Lunsmann delivered 
ice to downtown business houses 
and hoarded his money. He died of 
shock and infirmities after falling 
on an ash-heap in a quarrel with 
a woman neighbor at whom he ha 
thrown a brick. :

It was the announcement that 
William H. Woodin, prominent Re- 
publican, president and member of 
the executive committee ‘of the 
American Car and Foundyy. Co. 
and the American Locomotive Co.., 
and director in a dozen powerful 
concerns, would not only support 
Gov. Smith, but, if necessary, 
would campaign for him. 

The switching of Woodin to de- 
mocracy was disclosed in an ex- 
change of letters between him and 
the Union League Club of New 
York, of which he is a member.

CASPER, Wvyo., July 26.—The |

‘Oil Co. of Indiana has branded as

and the Sinclair Cil Corporation. 

The board, headed by Col. Rob- 
ert W. Stewart, is in Casper on an 
inspection tour of Wyoming prop- 
erties. The members will return to 
Chicago tomorrow in the com; 
pany’s airplane which brought 
them to Casper yesterday. 

No statement was forthcoming 
from Stewart regarding the report 


from New .York that he had ac- 
quired control of 51 per cent of 
Standard Oil stock by ownership 
or proxy, thus checkmating the ef- 
forts of John D. Rockefeller Jr., to 
force him from the leadership of 
the company. 

The following official statement 
denying the Sinclair-Standard 
combination report was issued by 
the directors yesterday: 

“The members of the Board of 
Directors of the Standard Oil Co. 
(Indiana), upon having their at- 
tention called to the story in the 
New York World of July 24 con- 
cerning a possible working combi- 
nation of their company and the 
Sinclair Consolidated Oil Co. ‘au- 
thorize the statement that-—the 
story is unqualifiedly false in its 
entirety.’’ 

The directors said further that 
no such combination had ever 
been considered by them and that 
it would probably be impossible un- 
der the Sherman and Clayton acts 
and other laws of the United 
States,

the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana

1S SURPRISING 


Anti-Boss Crusade of Ben- 
net and Schneider Appear 
to Have Made Little Im- 


pression on Voters.

WEST PLAINS, Mo., July 26.— 


Republicans in the partisan Re- 


pear to be greatly disturbed by the 
campaign denunciations of Henry 
S. Caulfield as a  boss-controlled 
candidate for the nomination for 
Governor. The anti-boss crusade 
of his opponents, William R. 
Schneider and Lieut. Gov. Bennett, 
seemingly have lined up only a few 
voters for Bennett, who otherwise 
would have gone to Caulfield and 
few if any for Schneider. 
This is territory in which Ben- 
nett naturally would have his 
greatest strength. It is tributary 
to his home county of Greene and 
is dry. One might have been jus- 
tified in believing that a dry can- 
didate, such as Bennett, who also 
was a rural candidate, would sweep 
the district, and that has been the 
claim of the Bennett supporters. 
But it does not seem to be jus- 
tified, though Bennett has a very 
extensive following all through this 
part of the State and it is through 
here that his vote will be the 
heaviest. It does not appear, how- 
ever, that the organization Repub- 
licans, nearly all of whom are sup- 
porting Caulfield, have let the sit- 
uation get away from them, and 
while Bennett may carry some of 
the counties in the Ozark region, 
there is no widespread anti-boss 
or anti-Caulfield sentiment. When 
that is the existing situation in a 
Republican primary it may gen- 
erally be said that the organization 
and the bosses will be able to con- 
trol their county’s vote for their 
candidate. 

Patterson Is Popular. 

It was true two years ago, when 
David M. Proctor and ex-Seaator 
Williams contested for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Senator. The 
bosses and the organization Repub- 
lican workers here, as in most arts | 


while Proctor depended upon the 
fact that he was a dry candidate 
and opposed by the bosses. Wil- 
liams carried this, Howell County, 
by less than 200 votes over Proc- 
tor. It may be that Bennett will 
come as close to defeating Caulfield 
in this county, but there is nothing 
to indicate he will carry it. 

On the senatorship this year. 
Proctor will have a difficult time 
doing as well against Roscoe Pat- 
terson of Springfield’ as he did 
against Williams. Patterson has 
practiced law through much of the 
Ozark region and has been popular. 
In Howell County he is expected to 
be particularly strong through the 
influence of B. L. Rinehart, a wide- 
ly known and popular young faw- 
yer of West Plains, who recently 
was appointed by Patterson to be 
an Assistant United States District 
Attorney in Patterson’s officsa in 
Kansas City. 

Collet Has Little Support. 

For the Democratic nominations, 
Charles M. Hay apparently will 
sweep this regfon. Reed and unti- 
Reed Democrats, wets and drys, are 
supporting him, and if his sppo- 
nent, James A. Collet has any ma- 
terial support, one might almost! 
Say any support, it is remaining 
very quiet. 

This is looked upon as territory 
friendly to Francis M. Wilson for 
the nomination for Governor. Wil- 
son has the support of the working 
politicians, and his opponent, State 
Senator A. L. McCawley, has done 
no work in Howell County. There 
virtually is no interest here in the 
Wilson-McCawley contest and a 


McCawley might turn the tide to 
him, but that work has not ‘een 
done for him, and there has been a 
small amount of work for Wilson, 
hence this is Wilson territory. 

Considerable interest has baen 
manifest in the contest between 
Secretary of State Becker and State 
Treasurer Stephens for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Secretary of 
State. While farther to the west in 
the State Stephens appeared to 
have something the better of Peck- 
er, through here Becker seems to 
be in the lead.¢

thigh, but his calf is larger.

In fact he has not 
faced the terrific impact of Demp- 
sey’s blows. 


So Heeney’s big assets mean 
nothing—or little.

But if Paulino and Bud Gorman 
could floor him with blows to the 
jaw, if Jack Delaney and Sharkey 


could pepper him on the same spot, 


the target can’t be very Safely hid- 
den. 


Tunney Has Advantage. 


Tunney has an advantage of all 
of the important assets-a boxer 
needs. A cOmparison of their qual- 
ifications, conceding Heeney evefy- 
thing that is claimed for him, 
shows that the challenger is su- 
perior in four features—physique, 
stamina, recent fighting experien:e 
and yearsi In the last, at 29, he 
is One year younger than Tunney. 

The champion, on the other 
hand, has a big margin in speed, 
generalship, experience as a whole. 
punch, attack, defense and boxing 
skill. He also carries to the ring 
a confidence that Heeney simp'y 
cannot possess. 


Disregarding battle plans and 
putting it up to a mere question of 
important points ‘Yavoring each: 
fighter, we find the score is 7 to 4 
in favor of Tunney, and that is 
about the odds against Heeney. If 
there is anything in the unvar- 
nished facts pertaining to the ca- 
reers of the two men, Tunney 
ought to beat Heeney very surely 
On points and possibly knock hiin 
out. 


There igs one “X” in this equa- 
tion that hus not been solved. Thet 
is the extent to which Tunney has 
“rusted” through lack of fighting.

Well, one hopes that Jimmy is 
right. If Tunney will turn anjJ 
prove that he can fight aggressiv::- 
ly and win and that he has sa 
knockout punch, there is a chance 
that Tex Rickard will cease to 
mourn Jack Dempsey. : 

There is, however, a large chance 
that Gene will get his head jarred 
loose from his understanding. The 
leopard’s spots are permanent and 
a man’s nature no less so. Tun- 
ney's fighting side has been devei- 
oped along safety first lines. To 
change in mid-career may be a 
change for the worse. 

But we hope he tries it.

Three of the five planes which 
sought out the insurgent position

The Marines met the attack with 
machine guns, rifles and showered 
bombs on the insurgent camp. 

The air squadron was led by 
Maj. Ross E. Rowell, chief of the 
Marine Air Service in Nicaragua, 
and by Maj. L. M. Bourne Jr., who 
will succeed him shortly. Taking 
off from Managua, they headed for 
the district a few miles south of 
the Honduran border near the con- 
fluence of the Poteca and Coco 
rivers. A week ago planes flying 
over that region had been fired on 
without result and this attack gave 
the Marines the location of the in- 
surgent position. 

As the airmen flew over the 
camp, which is a small lumber mill 
owned by a German named Gulcke 
and had recently been seized by in- 
surgents, they were fired on. The 
Marines immediately brought their 


rifles and machine guns into ac-" 


tion and also dropped bombs on 
the camp. 

Because of the dense growth of 
the forest it was impossible to learn 
the damage that had been inflict- 
ed. It was thought at headquar- 
ters, however, that a number of 
casualties had resulted. 

Marine officers thought that the 
band attacked was the immediate 
bodyguard of Gen. Sandino. He is 
known to be in that district. 

Brigadier-General Logan Feland, 
commanding the Marines in Nica- 
ragua, had stated before word of 
the encounter reached headquar- 
ters that Sandino was near the bor- 
der, which he sometimes probably 
crossed into Honduras but re- 
turned again to Nicaragua.

Mill Owners for the De- 
cline of Their Business. 


By BASIL MANLY,

FALL RIVER, Mass., July 26.— 
There is no full dinner pail in Fall 
River. 

Here, in this great cotton textile 
center, with its 30 companies and 
more than 100 mills, industrial pa- 
ralysis has taken hold and hunger 
walks the streets. 


Fourteen hundred families—7000 | 


or more men, women and children 
—are fed by the Public Welfare 
Department of the city and the 
number increases from week to 
week. Private charities, Protestant 
and Catholic, are caring for more 
than 300 other families. 

One of every 15 families in Fall 
River it is estimated, is receiving 
some form of charitable relief. 

There is no strike in Fall River 
to account for this poverty and dis- 
tress. On the contrary, the mill 
workers have patiently accepted 
one wage cut after another on the 
promise that this would enable the 
mills to get more orders and oper- 
ate full time. But these promises 
have not been fulfilled. 

Idle or on Part Time. 

Employment in Fall River is to- 
day at its lowest level. Two-thirds 
of the workers, it is estimated, are 
out of a job or working only two 
or three days a week. The five 
mills manufacturing fine goods are 
doing fairly well, partly on orders 
which they have obtained as a re- 
sult of the great strike of 30,000 
cotton mill workers in nearby Bed- 
ford, which is now in its fifteenth 
week. The others, which produce 
the coarser fabrics, are either shut 
down completely or operating only 
part time. 

Several great mills have been 
closed for more than a year. Some 
have been completely dismantled 
and their machinery, like New En- 
gland’s slaves of a century ago, 
sold “‘down South” to create new 
competition for this already strick- 
en community. 

The grass is growing in the mill 
yards and the workers’ tenements 
—gaunt, ungainly fire-traps built 
of wood a generation ago and sel- 
dom painted since—are now the 
loafing places of thousands of idle 
workers. Men, women and chil- 
dren — French-Canadians, Portu- 
guese, Italians, Poles and _ Irish, 
with a sprinkling of English—fill 
the yards and line the streets, seek- 
ing shelter from the sweltering sun 
and wondering where they will get 
food fortomorrow. 

Not a New Thing. 

This is nothing new for Fall 
River. For five years, beginning 
with 1924, conditions have been 
growing steadily worse. And even 
1923 was merely a temporary re- 
lief from the industrial paralysis 
that set in soon after the war. 

Those were the good old golden 
days—the war years, when orders 
came booming in. wages doubled 
and trebled, and manufacturers and 
workers alike believed it would last 
forever. The mills piled up big 
surpluses. The workers, with ev- 
ery member of the family on the 
job who was old renough to get 
working papers, put money in the 
savings bank. 

It is well they were thrifty, for 
it is these war-time savings, plus 
city and private charity, plus money 
sent home by boys and girls who 
ventured forth to New York, De- 
troit and points West, that have 
kept a large part of the population 
from even worse destitution. Even 
with all these allowances, it is a 
mystery how this little cotton city 
has survived the long depression. 

Poorly Paid Work. 

Even if the mills were running 
full time at the present wage 
scale, the dinner pail would not be 
filled, according to American 
standards. The prize job of the 
mill, “loom fixer,” requiring great 
skill and experience, pays $28 a full 
week. Spinners, grown men who 
work at top speed, get $18 to $20, 
and -weavers, tending 16, 32 and 
even 64 looms under the modern 
high-pressure system, get only $16 
to $18 a week, when employed full 
time. The wages of women and 
children are correspondingl: less. 

It takes the whole fam'ly, there- 
fore, to fill the dinner pail. Eighty 
per cent of the cotton workers’ 
wives work in the Fall River mills 
when they can get a job. When 
“Dad” and “Ma” and John and 
Mary all can find work and pool 
their wages, they can earn $40 to 
$50 a week and put money in the 
bank. But when jobs are scarce 
and the family must depend on the 
man’s wages, it is hard to make 
both ends meet. 

Short Skirts Blamed. 

The cotton mill owners lay their 
troubles to the women and the 
South. What have the women got 
to do with it? Why, they cut off 
their dresses and quit wearing pet- 
ticoats. “It used to take half an 
acre of cotton to dress a woman,” 
one of the manufacturers told me, 
“but now one silk worm can do the 
trick.”

Southern cotton mill 
Wages are much lower than those 
paid in New England and working 
hours are longer, although the ac- 
tual difference is not as great as 
shows on the surface. But it is by 
no means certain that the attempt

‘|ers to lay their difficulties chiefly 


to labor can be sustained. There 
are no sound statistics of labor 
costs per unit, North or South, by 
which this question can be scien- 
tifically answered. All we have are 
the assertions of the mill owners 
and the counter claims of the labor 
leaders. 


The New England mill owners 
point to the lower wages and lonz- 
er hours in the South. To this they 
add the advantages of the South in 
cheaper power, lower taxes and a 
dozen other minor factors and de- 
clare the difference Peainst them 
to be at least 20 per cent. 


From the Workers’ Viewpoint. 


The labor men assert that al- 
though there is a big difference in 
wages and hours of labor, there is 
substantially no difference in the 
labor cost per unit. The New En- 
gland operative, they claim, makes 
up in. efficiency, both as regaris 
number of machines tended and 
quality of goods produced, for the 
difference in nominal wages. They 


admit the claims on local tax2s 


and other factors, but assert that 
the real deficiency of the New En- 
gland textile manufacturer lies in 
other directions, about which he 
is peculiarly sensitive—over cap- 
italization, too much _ overhead, 
old equipment and managerial in- 
efficiency. 


The New England cotton indus- 
try, they declare, is loaded down 
with parasites—sons, grandsons, 
nephews, politicians and society 
leeches—who fastened themselves 
on the industry during its days of 
prosperity and still continue +o 
hang on. This pungent criticism 
finds support in authoritative quar- 
ters. The editor of one of the lead- 
ing trade journals recently said* 

“One of the supposedly leading 
and profitable fine goods mills of 
New England is showing signs of 
suffering. Machinery equipment 1s 
pretty good, although it could be 
improved in many departments. 
But the cost of management is very 
high. This one mill is paying sala- 
ries to a treasurer, an assistant 
treasurer, an agent, an assistant 
agent, a general superintendent, a 
superintendent and an assistant 
superintendent. What mill that 's 
in strong competition can stand 
such unproductive overhead?” 


Investors Turn Southward., 

The New England manufactur- 
ers, it is charged by the labor lead- 
ers, have also failed to keep their 
equipment up-to-date. ‘Instead of 
putting in new machinery with 
their war profits, it is alleged, the 
New England corporations either 
distributed these profits in stock 
and cash dividends, or invested 
them in building new mills in the 
South. 

“How can we be expected,” 
Thomas F. McMahon, president of 
the United Textile Workers asks, 
“to produce on New England looms 
that are 25 years old in competi- 
tion with new Southern looms in- 
stalled with the profits made by 
Northern workers?” 

aorta may be the cause, 
there is no doubt that here in Fall 
River, where there is no strike, the 
cotton industry is flat on its back 
with no hope of early recovery. 
Here, with 20,000 workers idle and 
underfed, is an ideal breeding 
ground for communism. And the 
missionaries of Lenin are on the 
job.

As an index to what may be ex- 
pected, however, they point to the 
nominee’s own declaration in his 
reply to the questionnaire submit- 
ted to him by Senator Borah of 
Idaho, during the pre-conventiog 
campaign, and the pronouncement 
ir. the Republican platform adopt- 
ed at Kansas City. 

In the one Hoover described pro- 
hibition as a ‘“‘noble experiment’’ 
and in the other the party pledged 
itself and the candidate to an hon- 
est effort at enforcement of both 
the Eighteenth Amendment and 
the laws enacted to carry it into 
fcrce., 


Donovan told Hoover that his 
candidacy has found favor 
many women in New York State. 
Donovan, who is a resident of New 
York, predicted that Hoover will 
carry that State. 

Farm Relief Discussion. 

The Republican standard bearer 
already has vbtained the views of 
many party leaders on the other 
big issue—farm aid—and that sec- 
tion of his address is almost in 
complete form, although the nom- 
inee may make some revisions in 
this.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 26.— 
Two motions, one by the city of 
St. Louis for a rehearing on the 8- 
cent fare granted the Public Serv- 
ice Co., and another by the com-

Commission, were denied by the 
Commission yesterday. 

This ruling ends the case, as far 
as the company is concerned, for it 
has said it would not appeal, hav- 
ing been awarded the fare it asked.

MACMURRAY WILL 
NEGOTIATE TREATY 


Note of State Department 
Declares America Wel- 
comes Every Chance to 
Aid Chinese People. « 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Satis- 
fied that a “new and _ unified” 
China is emerging from chaos and 
civil war, the United States is ready 
to negotiate a new tariff treaty 
with the Nationalist Government, 
granting to it thereby a limited de 
facto recognition. 

This was made known last night 
with the publication at the State 
Department of a note addressed to 
the Nationalist Minister of For- 
elgn Affairs, authorizing Minister 
MacMurray to represent the United 
States in drawing up the proposed 
compact. 

Reaffirming the attitude of the 
Washington Government toward 
China, the communication declared 
that America welcomes “every ad- 
vance made by the Chinese people 
toward unity, peace and progress.” 
The United States does not believe 
in interfering in China’s internal 
affairs, it continued, and asks only 
what is expected “from every na- 
tion with which we . maintain 
friendly intercourse, specifically 
proper and adequate protection of 
American citizens, their property 
and their lawful rights, and, in 
general, treatment in no way dis- 
criminatory as compared with the 
treatment accorded to the interests 
or nationals of any other country,” 


China Suggested New Pact. 

The Washington Government as- 
serted that it expects the proposed 
treaty to give full expression “re- 
ciprocally to the principle national 
tariff autonomy and to the princi- 
ple that the commerce of each of 
the contracting parties shall enjoy 
in the ports and territories of the 
other treatment in no way  dis- 
criminatory as compared with the 
treatment accorded to the com- 
merce of any other country. 

The note disclosed that a new 
tariff treaty was suggested by the 
Nationalists in a communication 
transmitted to Secretary Kellogg 
on July 11 by Dr. C..C. Wu, the 
representative of the Nationalist 
Government here. Several months 
before, Secretary Kellogg had said 
that the United States was willing 
to enter into’ tariff negotiations 
with any government that “could 
represent or speak for China.” 

Together with the establishment 
of the joint commission for settle- 
ment of claims arising from the 
Nanking incident, the note was in- 
terpreted us according to the Na- 
tionalist Government recognition 
of a limited de facto form. It was 
pointed out, however, that if the 
negotiations result in the mutual 
ratification of a treaty giving 
China autonomy over rates to be 
charged on imported articles, the 
Nationalist regime will thereby be 
given virtually complete recogni- 
tion. , 

Kellogg Outlines Policy. 

“The good wilh of the United 
States toward China is proverbial 
and the American Government and 
people welcome every advance by 
the Chinese in the direction of 
unity, peace and progress,” Kel- 
logge said. 

“We do not believe in interfer- 
ence with their internal affair+«. 
We ask of them only that which 
we look for from every nation 
with which we maintain friendly 
intercourse, specifically proper and 
adequate protection of American 
citizens, their property and their 
lawful rights, and, in general, 
treatment in no way discrimina- 
tory as compared with the treat- 
ment accorded to the interests or 
nationals of any other country.” 

The note discloses also the un- 
derstanding resched with the Na- 
tionalist authorities last March for 
joint commission settlement of the 
Nanking incident and that expres- 
sion was given at that time by the 
Washington Government to .ts 
sympathy with Chinese desires “to 
develop a sound national life” an.i 
to realise aspirations “for a sover- 
eignty so far as possible unre- 
stricted by obligations of an ex- 
ceptional character.”

10 BE OPENED SUNDAY 


Wide Variety in Government 
Exhibit at Forest Park 
Museum. 


The Danish Government's expo- 
sition of painting, sculpture and 
applied art, on tour of 10 Ameri- 
can cities, will be placed on show 
in the City Art Museum on Sun- 
day—that is, a fraction of it. 

The whole would cram the mu- 
seum. It fills 300 packing cases 
and runs the range of Danish art 
—150 paintings, 50 pieces of sculp- 
ture and innumerable examples of 
silversmithing, ceramics, including 
the famous Copenhagen porcelain, 
stoneware, elevations and photo- 
graphs of modern Danish architec- 
ture, book-binding, lace work, fur- 
niture. 

All that could be done was to 
skim the cream with a liberal al- 
lowance for present-day painting. 
What a riot that painting is! The 
modern Danes have’ surrendered 
completely to the modern, the ul- 
tar-modern French, Cezanne, Ma- 
tisse and Picasso, and St. Louis 
viewers must struggle to find any 
meaning in the great daubs of 
color, with little or no drawing. 
Masses that can but suggest good- 
ness knows what. 

But the sculpturing and the 
modeling in stone and _ ceramics 
have no such perplexing quality. 
Let one strange piece on the south 
wall of the central gallery of the 
north wing be commended to at- 
tention. It is “The Bull and the 
Lion,” executed in Roche ceramic. 
a’mdterial of rough hardness and 
reddish black color.

OURNALISM in New York 
J strives me as being in drastic

A split in- 
finitive just tickles them pink. As 
a matter of fact, good grammarians 
agree there is no reason why the 
infinitive should not be split. 

The Fowlers call it “a curious 
superstition.” Conrad split infini- 
tives all over the shop. Shak- 
speare and Wells used like as a 
conjunction. Perhaps it is be- 
cause We are a young nation we 
have become so intolerant. Age 
brings tolerance. The reading pub- 
lic yawns at verbal slams. No 
writer has been so _ thoroughly 
heckled as Henry Mencken. 

Recently an entire volume of 
abuse under the title Menckeniana 
was published. It was filled with 
excerpts from bombastic tirades 
for the Daltimore playboy. Sinclair 
Lewis is a close second in the pan- 
ning. Yet Mencken retains his fol- 
lowing, and the Lewis books sell 
like hot cakes. 

An honest survey of the field 
would reveal the most popular 
writers are those knocked hardest 
by fellow workers.

For First Time in 50 Years Re- 
publicans Will Contest Na- 
tional Election There.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala—For the 
first time in more than half a ¢en- 
tury, Alabama Republicans wiil 
wage a State-wide campaign in the 
national election this year. 

Since the reconstruction days of 
the sevénties the Republican party 
has had no chance of carrying the 
State, hence the Republicans have 
never before made a campaign be- 
fore.a national election. 

This year, however, the State Re- 
publican executive committee has 
invitee the anti-Smith Democrats: 
to vote for Hoover for President. 
The committee will meet iy Bir- 
mingham Aug. 20 to choose 12 
Hoover electors whose names will 
be placed on the ballot at the 
November election. Among these 
electors it is expected will be anti- 
Smith Democrats and three or four 
women. 

Alabama has the most drastic 
State prohibition laws in the Union. 
A majority of the people of the 
State or prohibitionists) Many say 
they will not support Gov. Smith 
on account of his position on pro- 
hibition. The Republicgn party 
will make a bid for this vote. 

Many clergymen say they will not 
vote for Smith; some of them have 
denounced the New York Gover- 
nor from their pulpits and have 
advised their members to vote “or 
Hoover. The Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, the Antisaloon 
League and the Ku Klux Klan also 
have denounced Smith. In many 
sections of Alabama an open fight 
is made by some Protestant min- 
isters against Smith on account of 
his religion.

JUDGMENT AFFIRMED 


C. B. & Q. Switchman Alleges 
He Was Maliciously Prose- 
cuted as Car Robber.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 26.— 
A judgment of $20,000 for James 
A. Foster of Kansas City, against 


the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad Co. and Frank Vest, a 
special officer for the company, for 


malicious prosecution, was affirmed 


yesterday by Division No. 2 of the 
Supreme Court. 

Foster, employed by the railroad 
as a switchman, was arrested the 
night of June 14, 1923, by Vest, 
in the company’s yard in Clay 
County, on a charge of entering a 
freight car with the intent to stea) 
automobile accesories. The evi- 
dence showed he was rushed into 
a preliminary hearing without an 
opportunity to procure counsel, was 
bound over to the Clay County Cir- 
culi Court and was confined in 
jail until his trial on July 5, 1923. 
He was acquitted. 

Testimony at the trial on the 
criminal charge showed the fore- 
man in charge of the switching 
crew instructed Foster to enter the 
car, which had one door torn off 
and was otherwise damaged, to de- 
termine its contents before it was 
placed on a repair track. The car 
bore no shipping card, it was tes- 
tified, and it was necessary to learn 
the contents so it could be set out 
according to the class of the car 
and its contents. The special agent 
was in the car and arrested Foster 
as he entered, carrying @ lantern, 
and placed him in jail over the 
foreman’s protest that Foster was 
obeying orders. 

The railroad employed special 
prosecutors and  severa! special] 
agents who had not participated in 
the arrest testified against Foster. 
Commissioner Edward Higbee, who 
wrote the opinion, held it was clear 
that the prosecution was instigated 
by “Vest’s false and perjured com- 


plaint and evidence.” and com- 
mented on the activity of the rail-! 


road and its agents in the trial. 


Commissioner Higbee held there. 


was ample proof of lack of cause 
for the prosecution, and he over- 
ruled the railroad’s contention that 
the $20,000 judgment was excessive 
and without merit. The suit for 
damages, filed after Foster was ac- 
quitted of the criminal charge, was 
tried in Circuit Court in Kansas 
City.
